wherein support of the fatelie-l: extension shaft consists of the first end of the 
fat<jl^et extension shaft attached to the drive socket and of the second end of the f-atemi 
extension shaft attached to the drive tang; 

wherein a length between an engagement point of the drive socket of the fatetet 
extension shaft and an engagement point of the drive tang of the f-atehet extension shaft 
is essentially equal to a length between an engagement point of the threaded interface 
€©llaf of the ' -'c x< extension sleeve and an engagement point of the interface thread of 
the mtehet extension sleeve; 

a ratchet head having a drive shaft and having a threaded collar attached to aR 
the interface thread of the second end of the k^-'c v? extension sleeve and wherein the 
drive tang of the second end of the extension shaft is attached to the 

lm^4 drive shaft of the ratchet head; aR4 

wherein the fatel'^el extension shaft is unsupported apart from support furnished 
to the drive socket of the first end of the ratel->ei extension shaft and to the drive tang of 
the second end of the mt^^^^et extension shaft; and 
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wherein tlie fa^«#^el liandle is directly and operably attacliable/detachable to tlie 
ratcliet liead by connecting /disconnecting tlie drive sliaft of tlie i^€.fc^e,^ liandle to /from 
the drive shaft of the ratchet head via the extension shaft a-R<M%^ 
connecting /disconnecting the threaded drive extension sleeve mounting collar mounted 
on the handle to/from the threaded interface and by connecting/disconnecting the 
interface thread -^-vv-^^^^^ to/from the threaded collar of the ratchet head . 

18. (currently amended) T he improved power assisted lever arm ratchet 
wrench according to claim 17 in which said extension sleeve and extension shaft are 
approximately six to thirty inches in length.
